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Let’s Get the Truth 
On Lottery Scandal 


A person known by police to be associ- 
ated with the lottery or “bug” racket in 
the metropolitan area has been arrested. 
In his pocket were found the names of a 
police officer and seven detectives. 


That, in itself, is not evidence of any 
wrong. : 

But it becomes much more meaningful 
in the light of testimony several months 
ago by a now-resigned policeman that he 
was transferred from his beat for traffic 
drrests of known lottery operators or 
figures. 

Federal operatives along with those of 
Fulton County have been watching the 
garage where seven arrests were made for 
some time. The reporter of this news- 
paper who covered the story, Jack Nel- 
gon, states there is evidence which will 
go before the grand jury of money being 
passed to policemen and of frequent vis- 
its to the garage by a few others. Since 
federal operatives usually work with 
great thoroughness, it is probable there 
will be some strong evidence. 

Both Mayor Hartsfield and Chief Jen- 
kins have ordered and initiated “‘get-to- 
the-bottorh-of-it” orders. Certainly the 
officers will be suspended if the evidence 
warrants it and kept in that state until 
found innocent or guilty. 

Officials must get to the bottom of the 
affair. 

Atlanta is a city which has been rela- 
tively clear of any organized underworld. 
City and county forces, with the federal, 
have all joined to keep it that way. But 
if there are rotten apples in the police 
barrel they must be removed and de- 
stroyed. 

Lottery headquarters are believed in 
another county. 

The Atlanta garage seemingly was a 
“hangout” for known police characters. 
Seven persons were arrested in the raid. 
That police were visiting there and that 
one of the figures had the names and 
telephone numbers of the several offi- 
cers are leads which must be followed 
with utmost thoroughness. 

This the chief will want done. He has 
already started an investigation and the 
grand jury will have his full and imme- 
diate cooperation. That is as it should be.

Home Building Industry 
Is Pleading for Relief

The home building industry is crying. 
‘After several years of unprecedented 
‘boom, it is in a levelling-off period which 
it blames upon the government’s tight 
money policy. 

Pressures upon Congress to institute 
more liberal credit are mounting. The 
country’s biggest home builder, William 
‘J. Levitt, told a House committee last 
~ - ‘week that a “catastrophic” slump in 
‘home building, unless checked at once 
by Congress, “will drag the rest of the 
economy down with us.” He reported 
new starts in February were the lowest 
since 1949. | 
._ As the biggest single industrial em- 
ployer of labor, the housing boom of the 
past few years has accounted in large 
for the nation’s prosperity. It claims 


a contribution to the economy of 20 bil- | 


lion dollars annually. 

The home building industry also af- 
fects the lumber business, household 
equipment and appliance industry, furni- 
ture, home furnishings, houseware and 
insurance—to mention only a few. 

/ Te blames the —sP on 
deliberate government policy an ges 
that it has gone too far. It says that no 
such restraints have been placed upon 
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industrial expansion, which this year will 
set a new record in capital investments. 

There is one thing for sure about all 
this. The demand for housing has not 
decreased but credit sources have de- 
clined. The housing needs of the mush- 
rooming American population have not 
been met—they merely are being post- 
poned. 

Again can be seen one of the para- 
doxes of tight money. In the long run, the 
pentup demand for houses will force gov- 
ernment action that will release infla- 
tionary pressures to an even greater de- 
gree. ,

Meanwhile, the laxity which permit- 
ted the situation to develop should be 
remedied permanently. Why previous au- 
dits did not disclose any irregularities 
remains an unknown quantity.

Georgia Cotton Acreage 
Smallest in 90 Years 


Acreage planted to cotton this year 
by Georgia farmers will be the smallest 
in more than 90 years, says the Agri- 
cultural Extension Service. The an- 
nouncement comes as no surprise since 
cotton has been losing its position as the 
mainstay of the state’s economy for more 
than a quarter century. 

D. L. Branyon, Extension Service 
agronomist, points out that crop esti- 
mates were first made in 1866 and in that 
year 895,000 acres were planted. Geor- 
gia’s allotment this year is 904,813 acres 
but between 230,000 and 250,000 acres 
will be put into the soil bank reserve. 
The amount planted, he concludes, will 
be approximately 640,000 acres. 

But even with the acreage reduction, 

cotton is still the leading cash crop. It 
is being produced more efficiently with 
some counties producing more lint to- 
day on half the acreage of 25 or 30 years 
ago. Average yield for the state last 
year was 336 pounds per acre—a much 
higher figure than recorded a few years 
ago. 
* Retiring more and more acreage from 
cotton relieves the land for other crops, 
thus promoting diversification and soil 
building. Then, too, much of it still is 
being bought up by pulp and paper 
companies—a matter of growing concern 
to many south Georgia counties. 

Meanwhile, the soil bank program is 
picking up speed with Georgia leading 
the Southeast in the number of contracts 
and the number of acres covered. 

Georgia always will have an important 
cotton industry. But its decline in im- 
portance is more than made up for in 
diversification and the development of 
industry.

Right there, we quit figuring, and 
decided to remain a ‘nobody.’

“We already had decided from 
observation that this business of 
being prominent is a lot of trouble. 
You must always be chasing 
around attending meetings, joining 
clubs; and, what’s worse, a promi- 
nent fellow must learn to talk long 
and say nothing—that is, nothing 
that might give offense. 

“Once back in 1948 we went off 
to Tampa with a prominent fellow 
who had made the mistake of be- 
coming a Florida governor. The 
two of us put up all night at a 
hotel. 

“We learned then that promi- 
nent people live a dog’s life. Next 
morning, about daylight, the phone 
rang and woke us up at an inde- 
cent hour. 

“Then, about 7, about 25 chat- 
tering people rushed into the room 
and started raising a big racket 
about trying to stop a fellow out 
in Missouri who wanted to be 
president, of all things. 

“They raised such an uproar 
that the editor had to cover up his 
head. Almost had to get up. 

“Right then, we decided that we 
would never make any effort to 
become prominent. It’s a dog’s 
life, and it starts early in the 
morning.” 

In other words, the big wheel’s 
life is just one vicious circle.

The Nasser memorandum de- 
fined Egypt’s policy for the canal 
as follows: 

1. Egypt will “respect the terms 
and the spirit of the Constanti- 
nople convention of 1888.’ This 
guarantees free navigation to all 
nations, but Egypt has maintained 
that she is in a state of war with 
Israel and thus has the right to 
deny Israel’s ships the right of 
passage. Israel was not mentioned, 
however, in the memorandum. 


TO WORLD COURT 


2. Disputes arising between the 
parties to the Constantinople con- 
vention shall be settled in ac- 
cordance with the charter of the 
United Nations or “referred to 
the international court of justice 
under article 36 of its statute, 
or, by agreement, to an ap- 
propriate organ of the United 
Nations.”’ 

3. Tolls shall be levied in ac- 
cordance with the agreement of 
April 28, 1936, and any increase 
in the current toll rate within 
12 months shall be limited to 1 
per cent. 

4. *“‘The canal will be operated 
and managed by the autonomous 
Suez Canal authority established 
by the government of Egypt on 
the 26 of July, 1956."" The me- 
morandum adds after this point: 
“The government of Egypt is 
looking forward with confidence 
to continued cooperation with the 
nations of the world in advancing 
the usefulness of the canal.’’

5. Tolls shall be payable in 
advance to the account of the 
Suez Canal authority at any bank 
authorized by it. Nasser said that 
his Suez Canal authority had 
already authorized the National 
Bank of Egypt and the Bank of 
International Settlement in Swit- 
zerland.to accept payment of the 
canal tolls.

Nasser May Put Israel’s Canal Plea to World Court 


The third of these six principles 
stated: 

“The operation of the canal 
shall be insulated from the po- 
litics of any country.” 

The Nasser memorandum not 
only made no reference to the 
six principles, but outlined a 
policy that would give the or- 
ganization set up by Nasser sole 
control over the management and 
operation of the canal. 

In support of the interpreta- 
tion that Israel’s claims to un- 
molested navigation through the 
canal might be submitted to the 


international court of justice at 
The Hague, it was pointed out 
that Nasser had proposed that 
any dispute between the parties 
to the 1888 Constantinople con- 
vention could be submitted to 
this court. Under this provision, 
it was presumed here that 
Britain or France, who are 
parties to the 1888 convention, 
could submit Israel's claims. 
Nasser combined his claims 
with expressions of gratitude to 
those who had helped open the 
canal and confidence that his 
plan would be accepted.

ap Children Make Art

Gone are the days when children in the schools were 
handed coloring books and told to fill in the lines. 

Now the youngsters are handed an infinite variety 
of creative materials, and they don’t have to be told 
what to do. They are encouraged to produce some 
sort of creation that expresses what's inside them. 

Art (more accurately, art education) in the schools 
appears to be the spearhead of the growing educational 
movement to treat children as expressive individuals. | : 

Miss Katherine Comfort, supervisor of art in the nS i eM 
Atlanta city schools, explains that the art education pias 
program is based on individual ability. Whether the 
medium is paint, wire or clay makes no difference 
because of the basic unity in the children’s urge to 
create. 

This type of program has been gaining impetus in 
Atlanta schools for the past 10 years. Until this 
year Miss Comfort alone held down the job of coordi- 


sgh “The very young children make a fine mess, but 
. ee . they have to go through that stage to make good 
designs.”’ 


ee “GOOD OLD GEORGIA CLAY” 
Ee . Clay : another basic material which helps to free 
Se | a child’s emotions and ideas. Miss Comfort laughed. / 
“There’s nothing like good old Georgia clay.”’ The 
youngsters also create mosaic designs from stained 
glass, use the silk screen process, employ a type 
of weaving on burlap sacks and produce wire sculp- 
tures. 

The teachers also encourage the children to fill 
a “treasure chest’ or “fun box’’ with things people 
throw away . . often, the expense of materials | 
hampers a child’s freedom of expression. With scrap, | 
Re can take off in any direction he wants. 

As a child matures, so does his artistic expression. 
He needs to synthesize feelings, observations, tech- 
nique and intellect. Around the age of 10, a child 
becomes hungry for the skills that will give his | 
work realism. The fantasy shapes of clay become 
ceramics, twists of wire turn into jewelry and | 
sculpture. 

In high school, special art teachers are necessary 
because the students are approaching maturity. And 
here, in the Atlanta schools, art teachers are given 
the freedom to develop the creative activities they are 
best prepared for. Eighth graders are required to take 
art. Painting, graphic arts, sculpture, crafts are em- 
phasized. 


TREMENDOUS SERVICE 

Miss Comfort believes that art education has done 
a tremendous service to the high schools in the ‘area. 
Not only has it contributed to the emotional health of 
teen-agers—some of whom have difficulty expressing

A lady who comes to see me occasionally, usually bringing 
a handsome bouquet of flowers from her garden, paused the 
other day to talk of the pleasure she gets from working the earth. 


“I’m going to save you some spring snowflake bulbs this 
year,”’ she said. ‘‘We brought them from our old home place 
when we moved to Atlanta and, oh, they’re the most faithful 
bloomers! My mother planted them in our yard in north Geor- 
gia and they’ve never failed us yet.” 


She is herself an elderly woman now—12 years retired from 
a job which engrossed her for many years—but she is one of the 
busiest, happiest people I know. 


About the same time I received a note from another friend 
whose elderly aunts lived out their last years in her home, be- 
coming invalids toward the end and requiring almost complete 
care. My friend wrote of missing her aunts, admitting ruefully 
that they had sometimes seemed like ‘‘thorns in the flesh’’ 
because they were “forever meddling, advising and bossing.”’ 


‘“‘But the older I get,’’ she wrote, ‘‘the more I realize how 
right they often were. They belonged to a generation now gone, 
and I‘often find myself looking back to them and their exam- 
ples of courageous adjustment to hardships and even disasters, 
and I gain some strength and some courage just from the 
remembering. 


“They could do so much with so little and they never com- 
plained of being ‘frustrated,’ etc. They just had their temper 
tantrums and worked their flower beds and cooked the most 
heavenly food and did the prettiest ‘fancy work’ and spoiled 
their sisters’ children rotten! And I'll miss them to my dying 
day!”’ 


Somehow these two separate things—the visit of the lady 
with the flowers and the note from the friend remembering her 


aunts—set me to thinking once again about the perennial subject, 
The Problem of Our Aged. 


It’s a problem worth all the attention it’s getting, of course. 
There are invalids who require nursing-home care and then 


there are old people with no children or close relatives able 
to provide for them. For these, public assistance, public hous- 
ing and either public or private nursing homes would seem to 
be a necessity. 


But whatever happened to the old-fashioned idea that children 
were supposed to care for their parents? Where along the way 
did we lose the notion pf family responsibility? 


The lady with the flowers is an example of a busy, useful 
woman with a home and family around her. In her case, it is 
a sister with whom she had a great deal in common. Admittedly, 
it isn’t always easy for the young and the old to live together. 
friend who found her aunts sometimes thorns in her flesh will 
vouch for that. 


But what’s easy about any human relationship? Rearing 
children isn’t unalloyed delight. Husbands and wives seldom 
find life together a perpetual honeymoon. Living with the old, 
as living with anybody of any age, can be exasperating. But 
it can also be educational, strengthening and broadening the 
entire family, teaching patience and forbearance which are 
qualities sometimes badly needed in life. 


I'd be the last to contend that age is necessarily accompanied 
by great reserves of wisdom and courage. All of us know old 
people who are silly, shallow and completely and tiresomely 
self-engrossed. But if they are our own how can we turn 
our backs on them and let them become community problems? 
I hope out of all the studying of the Problems of Our Aged 
which is current now, it will somehow become the fashion again 
for families to feel the responsibility of caring for their own.

| |And Moods Switch to 
Cool Luncheon Plates

Spring has been around for only a week. And, 
already, the mood is for cool sandwiches and salads in 
the middle of the day. 

Here are two that aren’t the least bit dainty. And 
they are as perky as the season and as saucy as an 
Easter bonnet. 


The featured plate starts with a toasted chicken or ham sand- 
wich with cheese and tomato. To go dlong with it are juicy, 
canned peach halves and a generous portion of cottage cheese 
filled with the flavor of celery, walnuts and chives and a grat- 
ing of lemon rind. 

Tucked in is a stuffed or spiced prune and some ripe ‘olives. 
The dressing is any mayonnaise, French or Roquefort. The coffee 
is hot, the dessert is simple, and the meal is scrumptious. 


SPRING LUNCHEON PLATE 


} pint cottage cheese 8 canned clingepeach halves

Mix cottage cheese, lemon rind, celery, walnuts and chives 
together lightly.

Remove pits from prunes and stuff with walnut halves. Garnish 
each serving with one stuffed prune and 2 ripe olives. Serve with 
mayonnaise or French dressing.

Crisp chunks of pineapple and shiny green bits of pepper join 
hands with rosy cubes of baked ham in a tossed luncheon salad.

Decorations 


Empty eggshells may be col- 
ored and decorated just, as 
well as hardboiled eggs. And 
it saves finding a use for all 
those cooked eggs after Easter. 

It. isn’t hard to save enough 
empty shells if you start now 
and accumulate them by blow- 
ing the contents out of the 
shell whenever preparing any- 
thing that calls for raw egg. 

To do this pierce both ends 
of the egg with a sharp point 
and blow through one opening 
until the contents completely 
come out through the other. Or 
break away a small section at 
one end and shake until fhe 
raw egg is entirely out of the 
shell. Then the shells are 
ready for coloring and deco- 
rating. a 

They may also be used: for 
other purposes. Try filling them 
with gelatin in different colors. 
Seal the holes with tape and 
chill until the gelatin is_ set. 
Peel off shells and place the 
gelatin eggs on a bed of whipped 
cream or shredded coconut. 
Besides using them for dessert, 
they may be served with fruit 
on lettuce for a salad course. 

These are especially good to 
use as place cards at Easter 
parties. The names may be 
written right on the colored 
eggshell and a piece of col- 
ored paper or cardboard glued 
on the bottom for a base. 

Matching eggs may be in- 
cluded in the centerpiece. 

If hardboiled eggs are used, 
they should not be left on dis- 
play any longer than is abso- 
lutely necessary, since it is im- 
portant to keep them refrig- 
erated if they are to be used 
later as food.
